GETS BUMPED 


Two Million Dollar Monument Prop* 


osition Gets Favorable Action in 


Senate 
Committee. 
Develop­ 


ment of the Movement.

in the Senate on 
Tuesday when th** bill providing an 
appropriation of #2,000,000 for a monu­ 
ment to the 
martyr 
president was 
favorably reported. 
A dispatch from 
W ashington says: 


"W ashington. 
Dee. 
20 
Senator 
Hoot made h favorable report from the 
Library Comm ittee today on the C u l­ 
lom hill to create a Lincoln memorial 
commission to procure and determ ine 
upon a plan for a monument or m em ­ 
orial to Abraham Lincoln in W ashing­ 
ton. 


"The hill authorized the proposed 
com m ission to obtain designs and pro­ 
vides for the erection of 
a m em oiial 
costing not over #2,000,000 


"L ight years ago Congress enacted 
a law creating a t< m oil salon of fixe to 
secure plans and designs for a m onu­ 
ment to Lincoln, and #25 UGO was ap- 
protruded for tin* prelim inary 
work. 
Whether this 
com m ission ever 
did 
anything is not disc hoed by 
the 
re­ 
cords of (tig r e ss. 
It made no report 
and the question is raised 
whether a 
new 
ci mmission should 
he created 
while the "old" com m ission may la* 
still in < the I a1 existence, the law that 
created it not having 
G en 
repealed. 
The old commission was created under 
a law which grew out of a b ill 
intro­ 
duced by Senator Cullom, just as the 
propi#***J new com m ission, in favor ot 
which a rejsjit was today made to the 
Senate is to lie the result of a h ill 
offered by Mr. Cullom. 


"The plan njxv is to have 
a 
com ­ 
mission. to l*e componed 
of President 
Taft. Senators Wetmore 
and Money. 
Representative# 
McCall 
and Champ 
( ’lark,five mernliers.to determine upon 
and procure 
a 
location, 
plan 
and 
design for t h e memorial to G* erected 
in Washington. 
The com m ission is 
authorized to employ the sen ices of 
artists 
sculptors and architects and 
avail i t s e l f of the services of the new 
Commission on Fine Arts created last 
May. 


"The memorial is to lie built under 
the direction of the Secretary of 
War 
at a cost of #2.DOU.UUU. 
To meet the 
preliminary e x c u s e s the b ill provides 
for 
an 
im mediate appropriation 
of 
# 100,(NM), 
the com m ission to subm it 
annually to Congress an 
estim ate of 
the muney needed to carryon its work. 


"W hen the tonner com m ission was 
created it w .s planned to have the Lin­ 
coln memorial erected in the lowlands 
south of the old 
Naval Observatory, 
in accordance w ith the 
plans 
of the 
Parking Commission. 
Mr. 
Cannon, 
of Illin ois, 
th* ii a 
nu inlier of the 
House, but not 
yet 
chosen Speaker, 
declared in debate at that 
tim e that 
be favored a monument 
to Lincoln, 
hut would protest against locating it 
down in the ' fiats." He thought such 
a monument should lie placed 
where 
everybody visitin g the city would be 
able to view it as easily as the Wash 
ington M onum ent."

World’s Graatest Holiday Has Often 
Bean Reddened by Blood.

One of the most barbarous of the 
persecutions 
against

was begun by D iocletian on C hrist­ 
um* day. A. D. 3U3, when a church 
in Nlcodemia, ti Heil with C hristians, 
was ordered by bim to be aet on lire 
Every way of egress was barred, ami 
not a single w orshiper escaped the 
flames. 
Yuletide In 1066 w as a melancholy 
tim e in England, which nevertheless 
alw ays celebrated ft with the utm ost 
eagerness, for H arold, the last of the 
Saxons, had fallen 
before the Nor­ 
man conqueror, and on Dec. 25 of that 
year 
W illiam 
the 
Conqueror wa* 
crow ned lu W estm inster abbey.

occasion w as signalized by the slaugh­ 
ter of a huge crow d of Anglo-Saxons

LORIMER SCANDAL 


Opposition Develops In Senate 


to “White-Wash.” 


WANT 
TO 
SEE TESTIMONY 


Secrecy of Committee Aruoses Sena­ 


tors and They Will Oppose Adoption 


of the Report 


W ashington, Dec. 21. — W hat may I 
prove form idable 
opposition to the! 
adoption of any report to the senate 
exonerating Senator b r i n i e r as the re­ 
sult of the Investigation of charges of 
bribery in connection with his elec­ 
tion by the Illinois legislature to suc­ 
ceed Senator Hopkins, Is said to have 
d* voloped on th e senate floor. 
Several 
senators are declared 
to 
have agreed th a t they would compel a 
postponem ent of the whole subject un­ 
til after the holiday recess so that ail 
m em bers might have an opportunity 
to digest the testim ony as well as the 
report of the com m ittee on privileges 
aud elections. 
Senator Burrows, Its chairm an, call­ 
ed the com m ittee on privileges and 
elections together, and soon alter the 
adjournm ent it was reported that he 
had been authorized to report th e Lor­ 
imor affair to the senate in accord­ 
ance with the findings of the sub-com 
mittee. 
Great (IL atisfaction is said to have 
been ex pres: *d because of the fall.ire 
of the com m ittee to have printed the 
findings of tile sub-committee. It Is as­ 
sert* ti that th ere never has been an 
investigation in which such diligent ef­ 
fort has been m ade to keep the p ro 
feedings secret. 
According to authoritative Inform a­ 
tion. th** sub-com m ittee was a unit in 
declaring that there had been no evi­ 
dence that S enator Ix»rlm**r had been 
involved iii any m anner in purchasing 
votes of Individual meml>ers of t h e 1 
legislature, but that there is sonic d i r t 
forence of opinion as to what would 
have been the result lf all of thej 
"tainted" votes had been elim inated 
It developed also that some mem I 
bers of th*- com m ittee believed that 
the su b c o m m ittee should have rep o rt-J 
cd merely w hether bribery had been 
resorted to in the election In w hich: 
Mr. Lorimor was successful, and th a t; 
th** instructions given by the senate rn: 
th* resolution authorizing the invest! 
gat ion had not < ailed for a rep o rt of 
txon* ration for Mr. P r i m e r . 
Regardless of this f a d no one c o n id ­ 
ia* found who was willing to bring in; 
a minority report. Although 8 * n a t o r s . 
brazier and Heyburn, who were rn* rn 
b* rs of th** sub-comm ittee, filed indi­ 
vidual stat*m ents. they did not dis 
sent from the findings of the sub-corn j 
mitten that th e re was no evidence that 
Mr. Lorimer had been a party to cor-, 
ruption if any was p ra d ic d in th** el c j 
Hon. Their Individual statem ents dealt 
wholly with the testim ony involvings 
m em bers of the Illinois legislature.

But th** decree does not grant the 
governm ent’s request th at the other 
points in the ease bo dism issed with­ 
out prejudice.

mentioned in its bill of complainL 


Iron Company Injunction. 


The decree states that the Reading, 
Central of New Jersey, lau-kawanna.

& W estern entered into a combination 
in restraint of trade through the in­ 
strum entality of the Tem ple Iron com­ 
pany. 
Each of the defendants, their agouta,

Rocke­ 
feller bae completed the task he set 
for himself in the founding of the Uni­ 
versity ot Chicago. 
Public announcement wan made of 
a “single and final gilt" of $10,000,000, 
which includes ad the contributions 
that Mr. Rockefeller had plumed to 
make to the university. 
This sum, 
which is to he paid In ten annual in 
bailm ents, beginning Jan. I. will maka 
a total of approximately $35,000,000 
that Mr. Rot hotelier has donated to 
the university.

Rockefeller says he now' 
be­ 
lieves the school should be supported 
and enlarged by the gifts of many 
rather than by those of a single donor.

The result is lu the spring 
he owner will have a poor, weak, 
Token hearted animal and very littla 
rowth for his w inter's feed aud cara­ 
t s ness. 
It is said “raising colts is a 
attery.” So it should he with the odds 
gainst us lf we a re not willing to 


gfve rational care aud food. 
A well raisin!, well br»*d colt should 
be a useful companion for twenty years 
or more. 
Is he not worth a little cars 
to get him well started? 


CAPACITY OF A COW. 
----------- 
Development of M ilk Producing Quail* 
tioe Begins W ith the Celt. 
To give milk a cow must eat and 
eat a great deal aud have the internal 
machinery to take care of w hat aba 
eats, writes E. L. Vincent in the Na­ 
tional Stockman. 
You take a cow al­ 
ways as slim as a racer and she will 
not give much milk, do the best you 
can with her. She Is made, so far aa 
her work la concerned, and little can 
be done to increase her powers in thla 
direction. 
But how can we “make capacity” In 
our cows? Is It safe to crowd a calf 
until It is ready to burst, Its bide al­ 
ways stretched like a balloon? To this 


I reply that overcrowding will cer­ 
tainly not avail. But this is about th# 
line we may work upon: 
Begin 
early 
and begin 
carefully. 
For a number of weeks I would rather 
a calf should not have quite w hat It 
wants to eat rather than to be stuffed 
beyond power to assimilate. Not that 
a calf should be starved. Give some 
milk, and as soon as it is old enough 
to chew* ami digest it begin feeding 
some nice bay. 
Add also a bit of 


buckwlieal shorts or not too coarse 
wheat bran. Gradually add some to 
the milk ratiou night and morning. 
Watch the result. Don’t get a calf off 
Its feed. It must be watched all the 
way and not pushed too hard aud yet 
must have enough. That is the way to 
make a cow. 


HORSE LORE. 


To groom the horse well after 
hard work does not only clean 
the skin, but It prevents various 
parasitic diseases of the skin. 
in the purchase of a new horse 
-always purchase a mare. 
She 
will raise you some colts, which 
will Increase the farm protits. 
There Is no kind of animal 
breeding that will pay better 
than the breeding of horses, but 
horses that will sell, not dung­ 
hills or rn is tits. 
Don’t keep your horse in an 
overheated stable aud (hen stand 
him for hours in a freezing at­ 
mosphere and wonder how he 
became paralyzed. 
Most farm horses get too much 
hay. Cut down the amount and 
feed it mostly at night. 
Thor­ 
ough dampening lessens the dan­ 
ger from feeling dusty hay.

pity* ie a |*ound of epsom snits, half 
an ounce of ground ginger root and a; 
cupful of blackstrap molasses shaken I 
up In three pints of warm water will! 
prove effective. 
Four ounce doses ofl 
whisky along with half a dram of 
fluid extract of aux vomica will sen t 
well as a stimulant. 
Another good 
stimulant for cows is a mixture of 
equal parts of aromatic spirits of nm 
monkI, pure alcohol and spirits of til 
trolls ether (sweet niter). 
A dost* of 
th!- is two ounces every three or four 
hours, well diluted with water, gruel 
or flaxseed tea. 
Rectal ineetkins of 
soapy warm water are also useful 
whoa n cow is affected In the way 
hero considered.

acter to his female offspring.
